breath witb surprise. 
Her social s'andinjj in 


the community and the relations that had 
existed between her and General Ketchum 
precluded the thought that she could have 
been guilty of the fearful crime. Even those 
most impressed with the suspicions circum- 
stances apparently surrounding the sudden 
death of General Ki-tcbum were afraid to 
express their suspicions or opinions. 
The 


character of Mrs. Wharion in all the relations 
of life and throughout life seemed to forbid 
the thought that she conM be guilty of such a 
crime. There was a total absence apparently 
of a sufficient motive for committing the deed, 
for even the small sum of money which it in 
alleged Mrs. Wharton owed General Ketchum 
seemed to furnish no ad -quat" raotivs, even to 
a vicious-minded person, inueli loss to a lady 
in good circumstances, Furrojaded by the 
luxuries ot life, universally respected, an 
ez^mplary member cf a Christian church, and 
witb tiie best social position in the community.

One of our correspondents asking one of Krs 


'Whartou s Irlendp u U would lie quite possible tu 
lie introduced to her, replied, ">.e$, provided you 
do no state that you are a newspaper man." or 
course lie could not appear there under false colors 
and tne hospitable proposition was refused. Tne pic- 
ture outside the windows ol the Jail at the time we 
visited her cell was a truly pitiable scene in nature— 
tbe out&kirts ot an old-fissioned town, without 
other business than conies irom the tnited Mat«S 
Kaval bchool and from the Legislature when in ses 
sion. The street on which the jail stands u not 
above twenty lect in width, and H gin round about 
by negro shanties, outhouses, wooden stables and 
uputted carts, and by the depot of the little old 
saackiing rallr'>ad waieii never paid its stockhold- 
ers and is now owned by two men When we were 
present at tbe jail rain was (ainrut over this ex 
panse of vacant lots and the vista or shackling rail 
road, and the cemetery near at hand, gave an im- 
pression worse than melancholy. It was depressing 
In the most extreme degree. And there lives the 
pet of Baltimore soclwy in a Jail chamber, furnished 
at her own expense red from the scarcely tolerate 
restaurant ol a town with five thonsand people, apart 
irom society, constantly resolving over the time wnen 
she wa* oeruucted to ramble through tae oieasant 
streets or Baltimore aad enter House alter bon^e, 
and now she Is the tuHjittu or a jail, without gnr- 
ronnoing or association, and nearly within hearing 
or the ooscene or worse than obscene gatnbolUngs 
of a set or villagers wno hanng no pursuit at 
home, go to jail ror recreation ami support. To the
